OTTAWA (CPA)—A “group |* 
effort to survive” was needed by 
fruit “growers in Ontario, accotd- 
ing to M. M. Robinson, secretary 
of the Ontario Fruit and Veget- 


able Growers’ Association, at a}’ 


fruit growers’ convention near 
Coburg, Ontario, on January'11. 
Mr. Robinson stated that grow- 
ers have to pay a fixed and high 
price for essentialg used in pro; 
duction, but their own products go
